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"The making of such a com- 
plaint was up to these offi- 
cials, a police spokesman 
said. Their decision was not 
expected until today. 

In the Saturday incident, a 
man was seen painting the 
monument, and ended up by 
pitching what paint lie had left 
over llie structure. Most of the 
paint was cleaned oil by au- 
thorities later. 

The man who did the paint- 
ing was quoted by Expo au- 
thorities as saying he once was 
a prisoner in the Soviet Union. 

As the paint was being , 
splashed on. the Soviets inside 
the huge slope-roofed pavilion . 
were staging events in honor 
of one of their country's mem- j 
ber republics, Estonia.
